French troops have entered Soissons, 
the western anchor point of the salient, 
and all along the thirty-six miles from 
Soissons to Thillois, three miles west 
of Reims; French, American, and 
British troops haye pushed in the en- 
emy front and sent the Germans back 
in precipitate retreat, 


The plains behind the northwestern 
portion of the hattle front are dom- 
inated by the allied big guns; in the 
south the French and Americans are en- 
croaching upon the Fismes railway, 
while on the east the British and 
French are almost astride the Reims- 
Soissons railway and have their guns so 
placed that the penny is sure to be 
sorely tried. om 


Numerous towel a and hamlets have 
been captured by the allied troops. 
South of Soissons the entire Crise river 
has been forded; northeast of Fere-en- 
Tardenois the allied line has been 
pushed well to the west of the region 
of Grand Rozoy and the town of Sapo 
nay has been taken. In the center the 
Nesles wood is being swept clean of 
‘Germans by the French cavalry, and

WITH THE F RENCH ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Aug. 2, night — 
(By the Associated Press.) —The 
Germans are in retreat on all 
sides of the salient between the 
Aisne and the Marne. | 


On the west the French and. 


British troops have reached the 
valley of the Crise, a little river 
which joins the Aisne at Soissons. 

The Germans, therefore, have 
abandoned the whole of the Chau- 
dun plateau, between the Coeuvres 
and Crise yaalley. 


Swept by Heavy Guns. 

This ground has been a desper- 
ately disputed battlefield for 
weeks. It has been swept by the 
German heavy) guns from the 
north of the line and from the 
east and probably was the hottest 
sector of the whole battle front. 

In the center the French cav- 
alry are in the big woods called 
the Foret de Nesles, a mile north- 
east of Fere-en-Tardenois. On 
the allied left the troops are in 
touch with the forests of the 
Ardre, two miles north of Villers

Forced to Accept Defeat. 

The Germans, disregarding the 
military considerations which 
counseled frank acceptance of de- 
feat and rapid retreat many days 
ago in order spare their men

Generally speaking, the machine gun- 
ners are either dead or wounded by 
the time the rush is possible. 

Artillery Often Used.

That is the view 
of the seasoned soldier who keeps always before him 
the purpose for which he is fighting. That pur- 
pose is not to prove you are a hero. It is to win 
victory and to win it at the least cost. The novice 
thinks it necessary to prove he is a brave man.

REPUBLICAN CONGRESS NEEDED. 

[From the Illinois State Journal. ] 
In announcing his candidacy for congressman-at- 
large, Richard Yates has struck the keynote of the 
coming congressional campaign. Mr. Yates is a can- 
didate because he believes the government at this 
time needs the aid of a Republican congress and be- 
cause he feels that his experience in public affairs 
will make him serviceable at Washington. 
The logic back of Mr. Yates’ campaign cannot be 
controverted. The government certainly needs a 
congress such as the Republican party alone appears 
to be capable of furnishing at this time. It needs it 
because the present Democratic organization is 
either incapable or unwilling to give to President 
Wilson the sort of support which’ is required while 
the nation is at war. 
White there is no doubt concerning the loyalty one 
patriotism of the majority in congress, the organiza- 
tion has ever been lukewarm or indifferent. Most of 
the leading Democratic members were for keeping 
out of the war, in the first instance, and they have 
never become reconciled to the president for changing 
his attitude on this question. While they have voted 
for war appropriations and similar measures, they 
have not been willing to share responsibility with 
the executive for conatructive war legislation. No 
important piece of legislation since the beginning of 
the war carries the marks of congressional handi- 
craft. Practically every bill ha® come from the 
executive department, and the only evidence of its 
consideration by congress is a perfunctory roll call 
ef indorsement. 

A Republican majority in congress would give to 
the government something worth while in the way ‘of 
support. Since the organization of the Republican 
party it has been a constructive force. In matters 
of statecraft and legislation Republicans are never 
indifferent or unmindful of responsibility. A Re- 
publican congress will be no rubber stamp, but an 
active, virile, and helpful arm of the government. 

With a Republican organization in congress Presi- 
dent Wilson will not find it necessary to go outside 
the regular machinery of that body for the drafting 
of creative legislation. And when bills are prepared 
he will not be required to exercise political pressure 
or other extraordinary methods to insure their con- 
sideration. Instead of half hearted support, grudg- 
ingly given only when rolls are called, he will have 
intelligent, capable aid. What congressional as- 
sistance he is now getting comes largely from Re- 
‘publican members. To make that aid more effective

These suggestions come to my mind as 
I start to write on Sanitation of summer 
resorts. 

We hear many complaints of bad sani- 
tation at summer resorts. The health 
departments of the cities complain that 
they get back a good many people made 
sick at health resorts. Some resorts are 
fully up to standard. They suffer from 
the bad reputation given resorts by ae 
less places. 


Public Healtb, the month!y bulletin 
of the Michigan board of health, says: 
“If all resort owners would conduct 
their places in a perfectly sanitary man- 
ner the state of Michigan would ac- 
quire @ reputation as a summer resort 
state which would bring to us hundreds 
of tourists every season and who would 
leave thousands of dollars and depart 
improved in health, refreshed in body and 
mind, and carrying with them a lasting 
and favorable impression which would 
result not only tn their return next season 
but the bringing with them of their 
friends and acquaintances as well. 
“ The selection of a real summer resort 
méans recreation that relieves brain fag 
and physical weariness, while the selec- 
tion of the insanitary resort means files, 
filth, and fever.” 
“The state board of health has print- 
ed regulations which should be posted 
at every resort,” it adds. Why not ac- 
cept the suggestion and write the au- 
thorities of violations of these rules? 
ities | 
The fret rule is that the rules shall be 
conspicuously posted. If a visitor finds 
that the resort does not display the state 
board rules, that might be made a sub- 
ject of complaint to the state board of 
health. Then the conduct of the place 
might be checked against the rules. The 
letter to the state board might well com- 
mend the resort for the observance of 
certain rules and notify it of the infrac- 
tion of others. 
The trouble is not infrequently with 
the bathing beach. A swimmer is cer- 
tain.to take some water into his mouth 
and nose, and he usually swallows.some. 
Bathing beach water is often polluted 
by sewage. Two years ago bathing in 
Lake Michigan at Chicago caused many 
infections, ear abecenses, and boils prin- 
cipally.

New York, Aug. 2.—Unshaken reso- 
lution to go forward to the final vio- 
tory, increasing confidence because 
America has joined in the great con- 
flict, and ._prediction of a complete tri- 
umph of the allied arms were voiced 
today in a series of statements from 
leading Englishmen, on Great Brit- 
ain’s part in the four years of war 
ending Aug. 4. The statements is-, 
sued by the British bureau of infor- 
mation follow: : | 
By ‘the Earl of Reading, British am- 
bassador and high commisioner at 
Washington: 

“The fourth anebbeacy of our en- 


and resolute. Success and reverse 
have been met with the same unflinch- 
ing fortitude, and never has the spirit 
of the people been finer nor their 
confidence higher. 

“Sustained in their continuous and 
unwearied effort by the love of liberty, 
navy, army, and civilians have alike 
done great deeds. At the outset the 
navy swept the séa, and our original 
British army, some 160,000 strong, 
withstood with France and Belgium 
the. mightly onrush of German mil- 
lions. That tiny army handed down its 
spirit and tradition to the hosts that 
subsequently responded to the coun- 
try’s call. 

“In every sphere of war activity 
the men and women of Britain are 
taking an ever increasing share, and 
however long may be the duration of 
the war, and whatever its further 
cost in blood and treasure, the Brit: 
ish people will, in common with our 
allies, never give up the struggle for 
the freedom of mankind. 

“Coupled with that spirit of stern 
resolve which animates every section 
of the community, is the feeling of 
very real gratitude to America for her 
aid to the allied cause. The glorious 
achievements of the never ending 
stream of American soldiers which is 
pouring into Europe go far to make 
certain the final and complete triumph 
of our arms. 

“The day is dawning; already the 
bright beams of the sun of: liberty 
are piercing and dissipating the clouds 
of tyranny and despotism. Soon a 
new era of peace will open to the 
world.”

re 4 HE ROUGH ROAD,” the latest 
novel by Mr. Locke, justifies 


the fine thrill of anticipation 
with which it is opened [John 
Lane company]. There are times when 
Mr. Locke falls below his average and 
in which his old admirers talk about 
the happy days when they first read 
“The Beloved Vagabond” and wish 
time had not passed or that Mr. Locke 
had ceased to write. But no one will 
regret “The Rough Road.” It is, as 
the author announces in the opening 
chapter, the story of “ Doggie” Tre- 
vor, a young English gentleman who, 
surrounded by the peace, plentitude, 
}complaisance, and connoisseurship of 
a cathedral town, grew up to be 4 
gentle, somewhat supercilious esthete 
who labored under the idea that he 
had a weak constitution and who 
showed no more eager interest in life 
than was involved in writing 4 book 
on the history of wall papers and in 
making a collection of little china dogs. 
He had, indeed, the second collection 
in the world of these interesting and 
often antique trinkets. 
The author does not intend that the 
reader shall hold this innocuous young 
gentleman in contempt. That is, not 
quite. One has a ,uspicion that if 
one knew him one might like him to 
call or be gratified to accept an invita- 
tion to tea in his ivory and peacock 
blue drawing room. Not that one 
would wish to go farther than that. 
Tea would be the limit. But in the 
i midst of hypochondrical insipidity and 
savorless connoisseurship there broke 
upon the consciousness of “ Doggie 
the war. Because he was a gentleman 
he eventually accepted a commission. 
Because he was an insipid gentleman 
he was finally cast out, root and 
branch. The service could find no 
place in which to use this little, polite, 
diffident, fastidious scion of a churchly 
family, and it reluctantly inflicted dis- 
grace upon him. He was dismissed 
from the army. 
At that depressing moment “Doggie” 
began to grow up. And what the grow- 
ing up involved is the story, which is 
sometimes almost too tragic to be ro- 
mantic, but which is interlarded with 
episodes of beauty and tenderness. 
And in the end he became a man. But 
at a great price. However, perhaps 
it was not too much. Perhaps no price 
is too great to pay for that achieve- 
ment. 
The character is very distinctive, 
even though it is not distinguished.

NOVEL OF MYSTICISM. 


“THE QUEST OF THE FACE,” by 
Stephen Graham, is a series of devout, 
often ecstatic, sometimes mystical es- 
says and sketches.

$287,000,000 
OVER 1916-1917 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 6 Siletets 
in the fiscal year ending last June 30 
were $2,946,059,402, an increase of 
$287,000,000 over the previous year, fig- 
ures issued today by the department 
of commerce show. 

Canada, with $434, 254,567, led for- 
eign countries in the value of goods 
sold to the United States. Grain and 
nickel constituted the bulk of the trade. 
Imports from Cuba increased more 
nee $9,000,000, while those from the 
British West Indies increased $70, 000,- 
600 to $296,606,000, largely due to heavy 
shipments of tin and jute. Japan also 
increased its shipments, par cularly 
of silks, rice, and cotton goods.
